put generally an excess of fats si wig A Sie 
cause diarrhoea. An inadequate water 
supply is’ onough “FO Cause fatigue and 
lassitude, and very often headache, with 
other bodily upsets. This is one of the 
main reasons for mountain sickness. To 
overcome diarrhoea cut down on fats; to 
Iie mountain sickness is rather diffi- 
cult, since one has to drink sufficient 
water to keep his system from getting 
constipated. Water is difficult to locate 
in the snew country. The method employed 
by a majority of mountaineers is to find 
a huge rock, the, darker the better, sprea 
snow erty end let the sun do the reste 
Tf rocks are not to be found, use the 
cooking kettle, since this item will 
absorb some heat from the sun. The 
simplest method is to sp ead out 
object - tent, tarp, parka, or skiis (use 
felt ee water run down the central 
groove). Your last resort would be the 
Primus stove, but you'll use up fuel. 
Another note of worning - never put too 
much snow in the pot to melt over the 
Prims. As the snow melts on the bottom, 
the remaining part will sponge it up, so 
that your pot will sco and whet you
